The following agreema t is hereby entered into for the balance 
of the season, 1939 and the year of 1940. 


SECTION 1. Any ball player having passed the waiver clause, date 

of April lst, (waived by ali clubs in the League of which he is a 
member) shall after ten (10) days thereafter be declared a free agent. 
It shall be the duty of the Secretary of each League to notify the 
Secretary of the League of which the player is not a contract member 
of the waiver of the player. 


SECTION 2, Any owner, manager or secretery who contacts a ball 
player belonging to another team ar a member of & team in either 
lea gue who is the property of a team in either lesgue for the 
purpose of inducing said ball player to break his contrict or jump 
the team or league of which he is a member shall be fined the sum 
of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for the first offense and the sum of 

One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each offense thereafter. 


SECTION 5. Any owner who accepts a player who is the property of 
another league team shall be suspended indefinitely and barred from 
organized baseball. Said owner shall be refused the use of all parks 
in either league circuit andno member team of either league shall 
play in any park wh re said owner is accepted to play a ball game. 


SECTION 4, No club shall take any player that is the property of 
either league or team ona training trip without the written consent 
of the owner of the team of which the player is a menber. 


SECTION 5. It shall be the duty of all owners to collect from ball 
players in their empiy all indebtedness incurred by said ball player 
in the employ of his former employer and pay saád bill of indebted- 
hess to his former employer as collected by deductions from his 
salary or other s&tisfactory arrangements. 


SECTION 6. Any ball player repudiating or refusing to pay his in- 
debtedness shall be returned to his former employer. Failure to 
report to his former employer within ten (10) days after due notice, 
he shall stand suspended from both lea gues.
